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REORGANIZATION 


We regret to announce that owing to the fact that the U.E.A. did 
not accept the proposals made, the negotiations referred to on page 23 
of our last issue have broken down. 

After full discussion of the situation, the Council meeting of the B.E.A. 
held on Jan. 28th passed the following resolution :— 


“That this Council, having heard correspondence and reports concerning 
the reorganisation of the Movement, feels that there is no other course 
to pursue than to confirm the action already taken by the Association, 
and to proceed accordingly without delay.” 

Tn this connection, and at the request of the requisite number of 
members, an Extraordinary General Meeting has been called for the 
4th of March, and notice of this has been sent by post to all Corporate 
Members (i.e., not Junior Members) whose subscriptions are not in 
arrear. 


We have received the following statement from our late President 
(the President of I.C.K.), which clarifies the position. 


OUR NEW ORGANISATION. 

Rash and alarmist statements have occasioned some amount of 
suspicion and distrust that call for a clear explanation relative to the 
above subject. Let me put the whole matter before you as briefly 
as possible. 

Although the Esperanto movement is an international affair, it has 
never possessed a democratically elected central authority. The old 
CvO. of Paris was financed by General Sebert, and he always called the 
tune. When his support was withdrawn, other means had to be found. 
The arrangement known as the Helsinki Contract created I.C.K., with 
Dr. Privat as president of that committee as w^ell as of U.E.A. Rightly 
or wTongly, that gentleman seemed to regard I.C.K. as a very junior 
partner in the firm. It did useful work, but never attained the position 
which the National Societies had desired and expected. 

In Antwerp, 1928, Dr. Privat proposed the election of a Commission 
to prepare a scheme for the improvement of the organisation. This 
proposal was accepted, and when I became his successor in I.C.K. I 
^et the Commission to work. The scheme was signed and presented 
in Oxford, where Mr. Stettler emphatically refused to have anything 
to do with it, and denied that the U.E.A. representative on the 





Commission, Mr. Jakob, had had any authority to add his signature. The 
project was therefore withdrawn, as without the consent of U.E.A. 
nothing could be done. Further schemes came forward, but met the 
same fate. The subject was placed on the agenda for discussion in 
Paris. Mr. Stettler announced that in future U.E.A. could only pay a 
sum of 500 swiss francs . . . less 400 to be repaid towards the cost 
of Handbook . . . towards the expenses of I.C.K. I regarded this as a 
withdrawal from the Helsinki Contract, and the meeting accepted my 
finding. K.R. discussed the matter, and decided to elect a Commission 
to prepare a Scheme and to carry it into effect. U.E.A. refused to 
take any part in this. They were an independent society, and although 
they still desired to have an equal voice in the control of the official 
movement, would not themselves become officialised. There was 
therefore no possible alternative but to set to work without them. The 
Commission did its work, and the new Scheme was at once accepted 
by nearly all the leading National Societies, our own included. 

Then came a stoppage. Mr. Jakob interviewed in London our 
President, Secretary, and Business Manager. Certain proposals, of a 
give and take character, were put forward ; and Mr. Jakob expressed 
his hope that they would be acceptable to U.E.A. With every desire 
to do all that was possible to secure harmony in our movement, I took 
the full responsibility of holding up the new scheme for a fortnight, so 
that U.E.A. could reconsider their position. Again a refusal ; again 
a repudiation of Mr. Jakob’s action. What could any normal-minded 
Esperantist ask further of us ? At every turn we have worked for a 
compromise. We have been charged with rushing the whole matter, 
with bringing off a coup d'etat. I have shown that the orginator was 
Dr. Privat himself, when president of U.E.A. The subject has-been 
discussed year after year, and U.E.A. knew that it would form part 
of the agenda for Paris. The movement has already suffered far too 
long through the procrastination which has taken place. We should 
remember that the cause is greater than the individual. The sentiment 
we ought to show is to the memory of Dr. Zamenhof. With all my 
heart I pray that you will be united in your approval of the new scheme. 
It needs many improvements; but the framework is there, and the 
necessary improvements will be made in due time. Britain must give 
a strong lead in this matter. Let us look at the whole thing in a true 
perspective, and not be led aside by mere fancies. Give your support 
now. and the future success of our movement will be assured.

ANNUAL REPORT—1932 

Report of the Council to be presented to the Members at the Annual 
Meeting to be held in Oxford on Saturday, 15th April, 1933, at 9.30 a.m. 


The Council has the honour to present the following Report on the 

work of the Association for the year 1932. 

As indicated in the Report for 1931, the Association was in a critical 
position at the end of that year owing to a reduction of business 
consequent on the general financial situation, and drastic steps were 
taken by the Council to prevent serious curtailment of the Association’s 
activities. These included removal to cheaper offices (which it was 
fortunately possible to secure in the same building, thus avoiding a 
change of address) ; the enforcement of a rigorous control on publicity 
costs as such ; and the acceptance of a generous and public-spirited 
offer from the senior staff to forgo for the time being part of their 
salaries, inadequate as these are at their best. It was considered that 
these economies should save some £250 in 1932, and actually, as will 
be seen from the Revenue Account, the final deficit is /293 less than in 
1931. It may be added that the new offices have proved quite suitable 
for their purpose, and their tenancy thus allows of a continuance of 
economy on rent and rates—which economy in fact will be greater 
in 1933 than in 1932, as the full effect of the change was not in operation 
till April last. 

The position at the end of the year was distinctly encouraging, in 
the sense that the scale of ordinary business had again become steady, 
though at a rather lower level than in recent years. The profit on sales 
—as distinct from turnover—was in fact actually higher than in 1931. 
Moreover, both membership subscriptions and donations have been 
well maintained, and the Council is grateful to old members for their 
fidelity to the Association in its difficulties. As will be seen below, 
much valuable propaganda and other work was carried on during the 
year, and there is every reason to expect that 1933 will see a marked 
advance in several directions. 

It will be noticed that an item entitled “Salaries Auxiliary Fund’’ 
appears in the Revenue Account. This was a special fund, collected 
among the more “moneyed” section of the membership, in order to 
enable the Council to pay the reduced salaries of the staff and thus 
retain their valuable services in full ; the sums thus obtained being 
additional to normal donations. The Fund will remain open during 
1933, and whilst no further special appeal is contemplated the fund is 
commended to any members who may wish to furnish support b}^ 
subscribing to it without prejudice to ordinary donations and guarantees. 

Guarantee Fund. —The Association has for a long period had to depend 
for its successful working largely on the Guarantees so generously 
offered by a section of the ''membership. As, under present 
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circumstances, these amounts have to be called up in full, they are 
really equivalent to a kind of deferred donation. For the first time for 
many years the total sum guaranteed fell in 1932 below £400, and the 
Association was once more compelled to live to some extent on its 
capital, mainly by reduction of book stocks. Up to a point a reduction 
of the stock is not in itself a disadvantage, but it is undesirable that the 
capital should be further depleted in this way in 1933, and the Council 
trust that a Guarantee of at least £400 (and preferably £500) for the 
year may be forthcoming. New Guarantors will be very welcome. 
In saying all this the Council wish most heartily to thank the present 
Guarantors, and to assure them that they are a strong mainstay of the 
Association. The Council look forward to the time when no Guarantee 
will be required—but this is not yet, unless the success of the new 
schemes recently outlined in the Journal exceeds all immediate 
expectations. 

The British Esperantist. —Under the painstaking and conscientious 
editorship of Mr. M. C. Butler, the Journal has appeared punctually 
and regularly, and has been supplied to many subscribing readers in 
addition to the membership as such ; the total monthly circulation 
being now about 4,500. The editing of the journal in the condensed 
form necessitated by limitations of finance is a difficult task, and the 
Editor is to be warmly congratulated on the quality of the contents. 
A meed of sincere praise and gratitude is also due to Mr. W. Severn, who 
has continued to edit voluntarily the very useful section entitled “The 
Esperanto Student’’ and to organise the competitions which are one 
of its features. 


Tra la Poŝto .—Most members appear to be still unaware of the 
existence of this practical publication—promoted by our Radio 
Committee—which regularly appears under the capable editorship 
of Mr. Alec Venture. The small subscription of 1/- per annum should 
ensure it a wider, circulation among members and friends of the 
Association who wish to keep in touch with Esperanto broadcasting 
and to support the spread of this side of the movement. If only a 
quarter of the number of Esperantists who are known to possess wireless 
sets were to subscribe to Tra la Posio, it could be made into either a 
supplement to The British Esperantist or a separate printed gazette, 
instead of remaining in its present form of a circular. 

Census. —The census of British Esperantists initiated by the Business 
Manager has already resulted in a register of over 4,100 members and 
non-members of the Association, and has furnished much information 
of present and potential utility, including the particulars of wireless sets 
mentioned above. A large number of census forms have still to come 
in, and any members who have not yet returned their forms will help the 
enterprise by doing so. The census has already led to a number of new 
members, and the re-enrolment of several who had lost touch with the 
Association in recent years, as well as to extra sales of books and so on. 

Obituary. —The Council records with deep regret the loss during the 
year of the following members :—Miss R. Asquith, C. D. Baxandall, 
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T. A. Bent, Mrs. E. Bowkett, Robert I. Clegg, Mrs. Dickinson, G. N.

Johnson, H. Lane, E. O. E. Leggatt, Rhodes Marriott, Robert Miles, 
Miss M. Moir, T. L. Rawlinson, F. G. Rowe, H. H. Short, b. J. Strong, 
Miss C. Tavlor, and Major Watson. To the relatives of these, and to 
their intimate co-workers in the Cause, the Council tenders sincerest 

sympathy. 

“ Publicity.— Towards the end of the year schemes were maturing for 
educational, commercial, and general propaganda on new lines, the 
effects of which will belong to later periods than 1932, but during the 
year itself much effective work was carried out. The motor car 
covered some 27,000 miles in the course of the twelve months, taking 
either the Secretary or the Business Manager to various parts of the 
country and helping to re-awaken or initiate interest and activity m 
manv districts. The Secretary, in particular, was able by this means 
to address not only Groups and public meetings but also the pupils 
of many schools, 'his juvenile hearers in several cases numbering 
hundreds at a time. Tours with the car, usually combining propaganda 
with business, are now a regular and important part of the senior 
officers’ work, and the continued help of Groups and members generally 

is desired in facilitating them. 

The Education Committee continued its work during the year, and the 
competition for four free trips to the Paris Congress for teachers, 
initiated by the Committee, was duly carried through. A special plan 

* for publicity in the educational world was in hand at the end of the 

^Motor Car.— In December a new car was ordered, the cost falling 
mainly on the fund accumulated for depreciation, and thus only slightly 
affecting current revenue. The old car had run in all nearly 100,000 
miles during the four years of its useful life. 

• Congresses.— The Annual British Congress was -held at Southport 
at Whitsuntide, and thanks to the admirable work of the local samideanoj 
and a good attendance it was both enjoyable and successful. An 
innovation, which will be repeated at Oxford next Easter, was a meeting 
organised by the Education Committee for teachers and others interested 
in Esperanto as a school subject. For the Paris Congress there were 
enrolled 173 persons from Great Britain (t.e., over one-tenth of the 
total Congress membership), a figure exceeded only by France, 
Germany, and Holland ; in existing circumstances the number was 
encouraging. A large proportion of these British members travelled 
in the party organised by the Business Manager, with a resulting profit 

of £30 to tĥe Finds of the Association. . 

Correspondence Courses. —It is appropriate to mention these courses, 
as the past year has been notable for the number of persons taking 
them, with a consequent record profit of nearly £40. They are m a 
double sense profitable to the Association, but this fact is due only to 
the untiring devotion of the Secretary, the Rev. W. J. Downes, m.a., b.d., 
and his band of willing helpers, to whom the sincerest thanks of the 
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Council and the members generally are due for this entirely voluntary 
work. 

Staff. —The staff has been kept down to the lowest limits possible, 
and members can rest assured that they are indeed getting value for 
their money in this direction. The work at headquarters has been 
efficiently carried out, despite the many other matters needing the 
attention of the senior officers, and the frequent absence of one or the 
other on propaganda and other necessary journeys. The unremitting 
devotion of the Secretary, the Business Manager, and the Junior Staff 
merit the most hearty commendation and gratitude. 

Organisation of the Movement.— As members are aware, the Association 

was a party at Paris to the inauguration of a new Federation of national 
Esperanto Societies, and despite the criticism levelled at the scheme 
in some quarters the Council believe that when in working order it will 
bring far-reaching results for the good of the cause. Members of the 
Association now automatically become members of the Federation, 
the constitution of which will be finally elaborated at Cologne in 
August next. The President and Business Manager were commissioned 
by the Council to represent lire Association in the Paris negotiations, 
and the Business Manager was a member of the international Committee 
there appointed to draw up draft Statutes for the Federation itself.

B.E.A. Annual Reunion ,—This took 
place on Saturday, 28th January, at the 
Westminster Cafe, Aldwych, when over 
100 were present. After an excellent 
tea, followed by short speeches, the 
North London Club took charge of the 
evening. Songs were given by Mrs. 
Goldsmith, Mrs. Murray, and Mrs. 
Weston, who all well merited the 
applause they received. The greater 
part of the entertainment, however, 
consisted of a number of original 
sketches, for the most part due to the 
fertile brain of Mr. W. A. Gething of 
Luton. Venĝo per Veneno was a serio¬ 
comic tragedy, which finally resolved 
itself into a film rehearsal. Numerous 
topical or personal allusions of Esperanto 

interest created great amusement. La 
Morto de la Nevidebla Viro was exceed¬ 
ingly clever, as also Kameo, in which 
every sentence consisted of two words 

only. One of the funniest things of the 
evening was Hispana Fantazio, in 
which, without a word spoken, the 
audience saw a troubadour lover 
denounced by an infuriated father, his 
beautiful daughter imprisoned in the 
tower, a double suicide from the summit, 
and a parachute descent by the lover, 
who thinks twice about throwing away 
his own life. The Club’s Dramatic 
Circle presented Dr. Wortman’s play, 
Frenezuloj ĉiuj, which was in every 
respect admirable.

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EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 

In accordance with a postal notice duly sent to every paid-up member 
an Extraordinary General Meeting of the British Esperanto Association 
Inc. was held at 27 Hart Street, London, W.C.l, on Saturday, March 
4th, at 3 p.m., when the following Extraordinary Resolution was moved 
by the Rev. W. j. Downes and seconded by Mr. J. H. Fitton :— 

“That, in the best interests of the Esperanto Movement, the support by this 
Association of the Proposed Federation of National Societies be made conditional 
upon— 

(а) the abandonment of the word ‘Universala’ in the title of the proposed 
Federation ; and 

(б) the abandonment by the proposed Federation of that part of its scheme 
which provides for a system of Delegates and the publication of a Year-Book, 
at least until such an agreement has been arrived at with the Universala 
Esperanto-Asocio as will obviate the necessity of these activities being 
duplicated.” 

Messrs. P. Blaise, J. D. Applebaum, and G. L. Preedy supported 
the resolution. Messrs. P. C. Oliver, P. L. Wright, and B. E. Long 
opposed. A poll being demanded, the count showed 218 for the 
resolution and 451 against. The motion was therefore declared lost. 


During the discussion Mr. C. C. Goldsmith read the following 
statement of facts to date :— 

It is hardly necessary to point out that for many years there has been great 
dissatisfaction with the organisation of the Esperanto movement. This has been 
reflected at the annual universal congresses, in which, as was pointed out by Mr. 
Merchant in the March B.E., the subject has constantly been on the agenda. 

At the British Esperanto Congress in Southport last May, on the proposal of 
Mr. Bourdillon, seconded by Mr. Applebaum (both U.E.A. delegates), it was decided 
to set up a sub-committee to draft a scheme for possible re-organisation, and to 
inform l.C.K. that the B.E.A. would put forward proposals in Paris. This sub¬ 
committee duly met, and drafted the proposals which appeared in The B.E. for 
August last. No objections to these proposals were received from any source. 

On arrival in Paris the British delegates were faced with two new facts : (a) 
That owing to financial difficulties the U.E.A. would in future be unable to pay its 
customary subvention to l.C.K. ; ( b ) The French, German, and Italian Societies 
had also drafted proposals of their own. 

The representatives of the British, French, German, and Italian Societies, 
therefore, met together and drafted a new scheme based on the principles common 
to all four proposals, and decided to present this joint scheme at the meeting of K.R. 
In view of the fact that the inability of the U.E.A. to pay its customary subvention 
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
